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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1, 4, 7, 12, 14 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Flynn, U.S. Patent 5,870,685, hereinafter Flynn. 

3. Referring to claims 1, 7 and 18, Flynn teaches a simplified block diagram of a mobile 
station (100) in figure 4. Figure 4 clearly teaches a microprocessor (112) and a memory (114) 
coupled to the microprocessor. The microprocessor controls the overall operation of the mobile 
station through software and other information which are stored in the memory (the processor is 
operative on a plurality of computer readable instructions) (column 8, lines 41-43). The 
microprocessor takes one or more selected actions when the present capacity value (of the 
battery) reaches the low, critical and dead capacity values (column 11, lines 64-67). Once the 
low capacity value is reached (determine if sufficient time slots are available to receive a data 
packet prior to an outage), the microprocessor immediately sends a registration cancellation 
message to the serving base station so as to prevent the system from directing any incoming calls 
to the mobile station (generate an outage indicator to inhibit transmission wherein the outage 
indicator is transmitted from the mobile wireless apparatus via a reverse link) (column 12, lines 
8-12). 
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4. Referring to claim 4, Flynn teaches the apparatus described in reference to claim 1 above 
where it is clearly taught that the registration cancellation message (outage indicator) is 
associated with the anticipated outage due to the battery capacity approaching the dead level. 

5. Referring to claims 12 and 14, Flynn teaches the method described in reference to claim 7 
above and also clearly teaches that an alarm would warn the user of a low battery condition and 
optionally provide the user with an indication that, at this battery level, ongoing telephone calls 
or other activities of interests can be only sustained for an enumerated period of time (column 
12, lines 3-7). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 2, 3, 5, 6, 8-1 1, 13 and 15-17 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
